Rumsfeld said the conflict would resemble the Cold War with communism, which he said "did not involve major 
battles, it involved continuous pressure, it involved cooperation by a host of nations, it involved the willingness of 
populations in many countries to invest in it and to sustain it." 


Asked whether the fight against terrorism might also take 50 years to win, like the Cold War, Rumsfeld replied: "I 
have no idea. All I know is that there are people out there who for a variety of reasons are determined to bring great 
damage to the world and the world can't let that happen." 5
